[haveno hesitation in saying ‘that one of the 
most crying wants of this city is a hospital for 
contagious At St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal, with which [I am scarce- 
ly a day passes without an application 
from some one to take acase of scarlet-fever, 
measles, or diphtheria. Itis improper to do it, 
because it would endanger the lives of a large 
number of other persons. When a contagious 
case shows itself in a hospital patient we have 
an isolated ward in which that case can be put, 
but it would be wrong to take such cases from 
the outside. I[t is most painful to have to refuse 
and the pleadings of the distressed and hard- 
pressed friends are often most pitiful. A place 
ought to be provided without delay for such con- 
stantly-occurring cades. The city should do it 
for ite own safety. It is criminal not to 
do it, and serious consequences may some day 
arise from the neglect of it. 

Again, I repeat, from a thorough knowledge of 
what 1 am talking ebout, that the need of such a 
hospital is most urgent, and the efforts of all citi- 
zens ought not to cease until such a place is pro- 
vided. {ft 1s a great deal more important than 


many of those things for which the city provides,

Mrs. Martha Benedict has long been an ar- 
dent supporter of the contagious hospital 
project.

The Weleome Catches Fire. 


But the brief contact .of the vessels had set 
the ‘Welcome afire and the crew began a 


fight to save their own-vessel. Bucket after 


bucket was dashed on the growing blaze, and 
in a few minutes the hard battle proved a vic- 
tory for the seamen. 

Off towards shore the life-saving crew had 
seen the blaze and a gig with five men was 
sent plowing througli the sea. It reached the 
tug just after the rescue, Others on shore had 
also seen the fire, and the fire-boat Yosemite 
was sent at a furious pace through the water. 
It, too, reached the burning tug after the 
rescue, but thé firemen made a vain effort to 
save a portion of the tug. 

The tug Miller had gone out on the lake to 
wait foratow. At 4 o’clock in the morning 
Miles Barry, the manager cf the Independent 
Tug Line, had received an order to send two 
tugs to meet the barge Oades and consort 
Faller, with grain from Buffalo, due at Chi- 
eago early Sunday. All but twoof the com- 
pany’s tugs had been docked for the winter 


without coal. 
® boats were the John A. 
Miller and the Weleome. They were lying at 
the company’s dock, foot of Franklin street, 


under steam and were ordered out to tow 
barges in. : 


‘Crews of the Boats, 

Capt. Peter Barry was in the wheelhouse of 
the Millet, his brother, James Barry, was in 
the enginé-room, and Charles Newcombe was 
the firemian. The single deck hand was a 
roustabout picked up for. the trip and his 
name’ is not known at the office of the line. 

The Welcome was under the command of 
Capt. Tom Barry, a brother of the Miller’s 
Captain. His engineer was Joe La Moureaux 
and Joe Fredenck was firing. 

Both boats steamed out to sea in the 
early morning to sight the incoming 
barges and give them hawsers and 
help into port. Bemg the stronger boat, 
the Welcome took the longer pull and pro- 
ceeded four miles off the harbor light due 
east, and lay to. But the Miller hove to three 
miles off shore, Here it tay and the crew 
went on watch. They were unconscious of 
danger until about 6:30 0’clock, when the en- 
gineer went into the engine-room to run the 
boat ahead a little to get a better standpoint. 

He found the engine-house in flames, the 
gauge lamp exploded, and indicatigns that the 
hold was burning. His presence of mind did 
not desert him, and he put on all the steam 
and forged ahead full speed. At the same 
time he gave the alarm to Capt. Barry. 

“ She’s all afire!’’ he cried, “run her in !”’ 

Capt. Barry looked aft and saw the flames 
bursting from the engine-house and around 
the stack. Down went the helm hard a’ port, 
and the boat swung round. 

The engineer kept his post until the fire 
compelled him to leave the levers. Such 
great headway. had the fire gained that the 
crew could not save the boat. But Capt. 
Barry stait by the wheel until the milot-house 
was ablaze when he left it, putting the helm 
head-on for the harbor. At the same time he 
sounded signals of distress to the Welcome. 
So fiercely was the fire raging im the hold 
that the rudder tackle became warped and the 
helm was pulled hard down and the boat be- 
gan to veer into a circular course. It was im- 
possible to get*at the engihes, and the whole 
hull forward was a mass of flames. 

“To the buckets!” was the cry, “and don’t 
let the fire get aft!’ Then the fight for life 
cominenced in earnest. But the coal bunkers 
caught fire and the encroaching flames drew 
nearer to the post despite the strong efforts 
of the crew to repel them. 


The Welcome to the Rescue. 


Meantime the Welcome had come up and 
was making almost fruitless efforts to over- 
haul the boat, which was inscribing a circle of 
flame under a full head of steam. 
It was a chase for four lives. 
The Miller was too fast for the rescuers. 
Finally the Welcome cut across the circle and 
met the burning boat as it came around. 
With the heavy sea this was risky, but the 
collision as the two boats met was not severe, 
and Capt. Barry and James Barry, the engi- 
neer, jumped on board the Welcome before 
the next wave caused the boats to part. 
Then the Welcome resumed the chase across 
the circle and again came up against the 
Miller. This time Firenian Newcomb threw 
a line from the Miller to the Welcome, and 
an attempt was made to tow the former into 
shoal water under the breakwater. ° The line 
was burned off before they had

Blankets and other personal effects of the 
missing men remained unclaimed in the camp 
sufficient to raise the number to over twenty- 
five. 


Gilchrist and Flattery ‘corroborate this 
sworn statement of Murphy.

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Prof. Wheeler Revived. 


After several hours of the most persistent 
work, Dr. Cuthbertson was practically re- 
warded by seeing Prof. Wheeler’s eyelids 
slowly roll back and his lips move asif in 
effort. to speak. It was...not. until 
some time afterward, however, that the 
man could make himself understood. 
By slow stages his mind. became perfectly 
clear, and it was nearly noon when he found 
himself fully able totalk. His story, how- 
ever, was as brief as it was unsatisfactory— 
especially unsatisfactory to the doctor, who 
had hoped to gain information from. him 
which would aid in the treatment of young 
Green. Prof. Wheeler said that he had spent 
Saturday evening at the home of Miss Green, 
a sister of his brother-victim, to whom 
he said he was engaged to 
be married. It owas late when 
he left for home, Harry accompanying him 
with the understanding that he would pass the 
ni®ht in the professor’s flat. They reached his 
rooms a little before midnight—going there 
di m No. 4222 Oakenwald avenue—and 
retired, nothing unusual taking place. After 
having gotten to sleep, the professor says, he 
was awakened by hearmg Harry groan as 
though suffering from nightmare. He says 
he disliked to disturb the boy and 
so endured the noise. Finally the noise 
became so distracting to his. nerves that 
he got out of bed with the idea of laymg down 
upon the lounge. Just as he got his trousers 
on, he said, all consciousness left him. ‘He 
can recall nothing, he says, that followed. 


Symptoms Which Complicate the Case. 


The professor is weak and has developed 
certain new symptoms which complicate his 
case. Just before he resumed consciousness 
his fiancée, the boy’s sister, and her grand- 
mother arrived at bedside of the stricken 
men. 

The doctor is much discouraged regarding 
young Green, who lies as’ though dead. He 
said that Harry might surviveuntil this morn- 
ing, even though he did not regain conscious- 
ness. If consciousness did not return then he 
feared the worst. The doctor pronounces it 


the most mysterious case of poisonmg—the 
most baffling of all cipian slides ever has 


come under his notice. 

Prof. Wheeler is 50 yedrs old and Harry 
Green is nearly 18. Miss Green, to whom the 
professor is ergaged, is 23, and in many ways 
a bright woman. : 

Up to a late hour last evening young Green 
had not regained consciousness, but it is ex- 
pected that he will recover. Dr, Cuthbertson 
said last night that both Prof. Wheeler and 
young Green were poisoned by gas, but fur- 
ther information he could not give until 
the young man regained consciousness and 
could tel? his experience. Prof. Wheeler 
ascribes his iliness of a few days previous to 
the same causes that led to the double mishap 
Saturday evening. The Goodall Builamg 
has many tenants who claim that its sanitary 
condition is perfect. It is said that the house- 
keeper on the sixth floor, where Prof. Wheel- 
er’s rooms are, the same afternoon noticed a 
peculiar odor in the rooms and opened all the 
windows. The chill air was blowing treely 
through the rooms when the professor and his 
friend arrived, and it is not probable that any 
gas leakage could have been noticed by them 
until the windows had been closed, as they 
were when the men retired for the night.

POOLING ON CHICAGO. 

Tt was announced last week that at next 
Tuesday's meeting ot Eastern General Mana- 
gers of railroads an effort will be made to 
agree on atounage pool to cover all east-bound 
freight business from Chicago. That is the 
old story. They want to fix upon arbitrary 
rates from this city to the Atlantic seaboard, 
high enough to permit the granting of rebates 
to a few favored ones here and all the world 
outside. They propose to insist upon those 
rates being paid on the great bulk of business 
that goes from this city, and point to them as 
the nominal figures to govern traffic on other 
routes, but with an important percentage of 
allowance to. all who patronize them. 
The lines whieh connect the great 
producing regions of the West with 
New Orleans, Baltimore, Newport News, 
those. which carry through St. Louis 
and Milwaukee, the “three I's,” and 
other cut-offs, and the Canadian routes from 
the Northwest, are all to be allowed to 
“ shade” and otherwise vary rates for the pur- 
pose of attracting business away from Chi- 
cago, while the lines that ought to carry the 
produce from the head of Lake Michigan 
must be strictly held up to the racx, and their 
maintenance of full tariff figures be en- 
forced by the severest penalties. That is the 
kind of “stability of rates’’ the managers 
want to see established by means of a pool on 
tonnage. It is a most iniquitous arrange- 
ment, though often tried before. It is one by 
which Chicago gets the crow while other 
points get the turkey every time. One might 
think it would be only fair to try some other 
point for once instead of all the while making 
this city a scapegoat for the sins of the whole 
railroad business of the West. 

But what of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission? That body is alleged to be giving 
tacit sanction to a similar pool said to be now 
in operation between the Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi River points, and it is suggested this 
can be @0 more illegal than that. But this 
scheme is to be submitted to tht commission 
for approval, indieating a belief that the other 
is allowed not through ignorance but know- 
ingly and advisedly. If that be the case it is 
time to call attention to the fact that the com- 
mission is not full as a possible explanation of 
its negiect of duty in lookimg after those 
known to be breakers of the law. The present 
members may be declining to act till rein- 
forced, but if so their do-nothing activity is 
certainly no guarantee that both the existent 
pool and the projected one will not be 
properly attended toerelong. It will not be 
for want of having attention called to the fact 
if the matter is ignored, and then somebody 
may be provoked into doing his duty. So it 
may not be well for the railroad managers to 
be too sure of their position in building up a 
pool plan under the idea that it will be 
happy solution of all their difficulties. 

Whether or not the poo! be officially forbid- 
den in case it is actualized it is legitimate to 
ask if the managers of the Chicago roads are 
so doltish as to deliberately accept an ar- 
rangement which would throttles their busi- 
ness as well as injure that of the city as a 
whole. All through the summer and fall they 
have been hampered by dictation which 
forbade them to accept business at 
rates which they knew were being 
taken by other routes, and the weekly 
reports of east-bound shipments have 
borne testimony to the fact. It is’ admitted 
that these lines have been unwillingly bound 
by agreements which'they knew were not held 
to be binding on some others. Now they are 
asked to become parties to a bargain that 
would intensify the mischief by placing them 
still mgore at the mercy of the lines which have 
no limit except their own sweet wills in the fix- 
ing of rates sufficiently low to attract business 
away from the Chicago roads. One might 
think their managets wceuld not only resist 
stoutly the proposed infliction, but dv their 

best to expose the nefarious scheme by which 
their stockholders are to be milked for the 
benefit of unprincipled competitors. 


TRUSTEE RUSSELL’S SHOUT OF EXULTA-

The new conditions simply compel the 
French exporters of goods to the United 
States to be more honest in their valuations or 
impose on them the necessity for more per- 
jury than was previously required to get their 
wares through the American Custom-House. 

There are two good reasons why these 
Frenchmen «have no tight to raise a howl. 
Their own protective system is about as 
nearly prohibitive as 1t can be. Their duties 
have been piled on to an extent that is practi- 
cally excluding. They are so arranged as to 
keep out every Ameridan product that the 
Frenchmen think they can get along without 
importing. Everything they can make 
at home they shut ont, and the result is 
that the chief articles they let in from the 
United States are. evtton and petroleum, 
neither of which can be produced in France. 
The minor articles they take trom us are such 
Southern productions as tar, pitch, and some 
other ship stores of which their own country 
is bare. They endeavor to keep out absolutely 
American breadstuffs and pork products unless 
when there is an unusual home scarcity of 
bread and meat. 

In consequence of this exclusiveness they 
took from us during the last fiscal year only 
$59,000,000 worth of products, a large propor- 
tion. of which were transported from our 
shores in-their own vessels, 80 that the French- 
men reaped most of the profit on the carrying 
business in addition to that on the mianufact- 
ure of the goods, .Against this we took from 
them more than. $76,000,000 worth of their 
goods through our custom-houses besides a 
vast aggregate brought in by American tour- 
ists, especially women. A host of the latter, 
some 50,000 strong, the stores of 
Paris for goods which they brought back with 
them without going through the formality of 
paying duties. as much as $20,000,000 
worth of French s thas came in which do 
not appear on ag face of the custom-house re-

The grain 
is to move over the Illinois Central as well as 
down the river, and thus in imagination the 
dream of certam Kansas City enthusiasts is to 
be realized by draining the produce of the 
Southwest into the gulf. 

It is not a bad idea to wish to use New Or- 
leans for a port of shipment competitive with 
New York and Baltimore and a few other At- 
lantic porte for tite export of our products to 
the Pan-American States. Vessels sailing 
from New Orleans with cargoes of grain and 
other produce destined for countries to the 
south of us would come back laden with cof- 
fees, sugars, molaséps, fruits, and other ar- 
ticles to be distributed by rail and river all over 
the Mississippi Valley. That port would thus 
become an important agent in carrying out 
the great plan of reciprocal trade, which may

Then there is the important economical fact 
that those vessels carrying that produce to 
Europe could not obtain return cargoes at 
Liverpool to take to New Orleans, whereas a 
vessel sailing from New York is always sure 
of a load back ‘Under any circumstances, and 
therefore can afford to accept lower rates for 
the eastern journey than would be safe for a 
member of the proposed’ New Orieans fleet. 
The cereals wanted by Europeans thrive best 
in a cooler climate than that of the gulf, and 
do not keep well when exposed to its heat and 
moisture. Hence the more northern routes 
are the safest as well as the cheapest under ordi- 
nary conditions.
